Continuation of 2. NOTE: Applicants' contend that their recited first region and second region being of an identical conductivity type is not 
disclosed by the applied Burghartz reference is not persuasive because Burghartz col. 3 lines 30-33 and col.4 lines 55-60 describes an 
identical structure. Applicants' argument that Bughartz's teachings cannot be extended to BICMOS is also not persuasive because as 
previously stated Burghartz in col. 6 lines 55-60 states, " Because the structural concept applies to npn as well as to pnp devices, 
BiCMOS integration can also be expanded to a complementary BICMOS process (C_BICMOS), but at the expense of additional 
lithographic mask levels". Claims 28 and dependent claims were alleged to be allowable for the same reasons as stated above, however 
as the reasons stated above are not persuasive as shown above, these claims are also not allowable. 
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
